time to do the work. We need a volunteer to assume responsibility for getting the site 
up and running. The site exists, but needs to be edited and officially put on line. The 
volunteer must be computer literate and should have some experience with web site 
design. Volunteers, or suggestions for volunteers, should be addressed to any of the 
Selectmen. 


Many thanks as well to the Beautify Benton Committee for their volunteer work to 
clean the town hall each month, and for their $2,000 contribution to the building 
work. 


The water pump failed and had to be repaired. It’s working properly now, but we 
were unable to bury the power cable before the ground froze. Unfortunately, 
procrastination prevailed and we didn’t get the wire buried. We will make sure it gets 
done this year — promise! 


. We had planned to cancel our Wild Blue satellite internet service in favor of a DSL 


line, however, we decided to let the subscription age a bit to lower the cancellation 
fee. We will switch to DSL this year. 


As you can see, the building has a new face! Kudos to Aaron Goodwin and his team 
and the Beautify Benton Committee for their work to make this a reality.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Benton qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Benton Community Building in said Benton on the second 


Tuesday of March next, the | 1'", at seven o’clock in the evening. 


Note: This is also an election day to fill the seat vacated by Ray Burton. Polls will open at 11.00 
AM and remain open until 7:00 PM. The town meeting may be delayed until all election related 
duties have been fulfilled by the election staff. 


When the town meeting opens, qualified voters will be asked to vote and act upon the following 
subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose persons for the following positions and terms of service.

ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the reports of the officers and agents as 
printed. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $143,850.00 for 
general Municipal Operations. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $10,000 to be placed in the 
Capital Reserve Fund for Roads. The Selectmen recommend this article. 
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ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $100 to the existing Benton Fire Trust 
Capital Reserve Fund. Said funds to come from Unassigned Fund balance. The Selectmen 
recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate $3,000.00 for materials to build and 
stain a small deck and steps for the side door of the Town Hall; to paint remaining areas on 
building; to landscape around building; etc. Said funds to come from the Unassigned Fund 
balance. A workday will be scheduled for volunteers to complete the work. The Selectmen 
recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a maximum of $10.000.00 for the 
installation and replacement of 120' of culvert, 160' of underdrain, 120' of jersey barrier, to 
replace old guard rail on Tunnel Stream Rd, and ditch work and drainage. The scope of work is 
over and above regular maintenance work. This effort will reduce the cost of materials and labor 
for routine roads maintenance by making long-term repairs in areas with known repeat problems. 
Said funds to come from the Capital Reserve Fund for Roads. The Selectmen recommend this 
article.

Notes from the Town Clerk 


The year 2013 was a quiet year in Benton as we had no natural disasters like Hurricane Irene the 
year before which washed out large parts of Tunnel Stream Road as well as numerous smaller 
washouts. 


The high point for us townsfolk, in my opinion, was the completion of the exterior renovation 
project at the Town Building. Aaron Goodwin and his crew stripped the curled and dilapidated 
shingles from the walls, applied insulation board, then plywood, and finished with new cedar 
shakes painted in a more traditional (for a Town Hall) white stain. Besides the fact that it looks 
great, the project gave the Town many years before any additional maintenance will be needed. 
An added bonus is the extra insulation in the walls which should shave a few more dollars off 
our propane bill. 


My thanks go out again this year to the volunteers of the Beautify Benton Committee. Not only 
do they keep the inside of the Hall (and my office, in particular) in ship-shape, they sponsor the 
Memory Tree as well as the wreaths in various places around the town building and cemetery. 
The town is indebted to their service and dedication. 


One last note on dogs: all owners of dogs over 4 months old must license them each year before 


April 30". After May 30", any license fee which remains unpaid can be increased by $1.00 per 
month. Please make every effort this year to get your dogs licensed before April 30".

The opening of the annual Benton Town Meeting was preceded by a brief announcement 
concerning the passing of Richard and Kristina Harris’ infant daughter Sydney the day before. 
Pastor Wayne Chevalier said a brief prayer for her and her family and expressed the 
community’s collective grief and support for the Harris family. 


The Town Meeting was opened at 7:05PM by the Moderator, Gil Richardson. A motion was then 
made to adjourn to the School District meeting. The motion was seconded, and by voice vote, the 
Town Meeting was recessed to the School District meeting. The Town Meeting was reconvened 
at 7:32PM. 
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ARTICLE 1. To choose persons for the following positions and terms of service.

It was pointed out that the position of Trustee of the Trust Funds was unintentionally omitted 
from the Article. 


Motion to Amend the Article was made and accepted. 
Martin Noble was nominated, seconded and elected by voice vote for a term of 3 years. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the reports of the officers and agents as 
printed. The Selectmen recommended this article. 


Motion made to accept article as written, seconded and passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $143,450 for 
General Municipal Operations. 


Motion made to accept as written, seconded, and discussion ensued. 
John Hassell stated that the amount is in error due to a computational error and should be 
$141,150. Motion was made to amend the article, seconded and amended article was passed by a 


voice vote. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $10,000 to be placed in the 
Capital Reserve Fund for Roads. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


Motion made to accept article as written, seconded, and passed on a voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to appropriate $100 to the existing Benton Fire Trust 
Capital Reserve Fund. Said funds to come from Unreserved Fund balance. Selectmen 
recommended this article. Majority vote is necessary to pass. 


Motion made to accept article as written, seconded, and discussion ensued. John Hassell pointed 
out that the Unreserved Fund Balance is in actuality money in a savings account. The article was 
then passed by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate up a maximum of $10,000 to replace 
the siding of the Town Hall building with equivalent-style shingles and repair any unseen 
damage; said funds to come from the Unassigned Fund Balance. The Selectmen recommend this 
article. 


Motion made to accept article as written, seconded, and discussion ensued. John Hassell 
explained that bids were solicited last year to repaint/stain the current siding. The 3 respondents 
recommended replacing the existing shakes due to the advanced deterioration. In addition, the 
present wood trim (fascia, soffits, corners, etc.) would be replaced and any damage (rot, missing 
sheathing, etc.) found during the removal process would be repaired. 


Several townsfolk offered opinions on what should be done to the building. Dan Elliott 
reluctantly suggested looking into vinyl siding as it normally is the lowest cost, lowest 
maintenance option. John stated that they had done a brief investigation into vinyl siding that 
looks like shakes, but found that it is quite expensive. 


John Elliott suggested that if “doing it right” would cost $20K or so, perhaps we should 
appropriate half the money this year and half next year. 


Jeremy Elliott felt that if the siding was going to be removed, we should look into adding 
insulation to the walls, since the building most likely had none. Gil Richardson had done a 
complete thermal evaluation of the building 2 years ago as part of the energy audit conducted 
before the heating system was upgraded. He volunteered to go back and look at the results and 
create a value proposition for energy (fuel cost) savings vs insulation cost and share it with the 
Selectmen to help guide them in writing the next request for bid. 


John Hassell took this opportunity to introduce the Town’s new website to the attendees. He 
explained that there is a “bulletin board” area on the site where the Selectmen can post results of 
surveys, studies, etc. He stated that he will post the ongoing progress of their findings and will 
also solicit input from the taxpayers when appropriate. He will also post the text of any bid 
request that goes out. 
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John also listed the various ways that a project like this could be funded, i.e. raise the monies 
from taxes, spend money from the Unreserved Fund Balance, or raise funds through community 
events such as Beautify Benton Committee activities. He pointed out that raising $10K would 
represent an approximate $0.14 increase in the tax rate if it were raise via taxes, and it would 
take a lot of baking to raise it via community activities. He suggested that using the Unreserved 
Fund Balance might be the way to go since the current balance was $112,835.26 at the end of 
last year. 


Joe Boutin raised concern that the paint on the building’s trim most likely contained lead and that 
needed to be taken care of (abated) as part of any replacement procedure. John agreed to add that 
to the list of deliverables in the next request for bid. 


Lara Saffo suggested that we amend the total amount of the article to $20K maximum, and also 
to include additional insulation if it was found to be cost-effective. 


Stef Saffo mentioned that there are water stains on the ceiling around the chimney and could that 
be addressed as part of this article. John pointed out that the Selectmen would take care of that 
under the general maintenance account. 


Motions were made to increase the dollar amount to $20K and to add insulation to the walls if it 
was found to be cost-effective. The motions were seconded and the article accepted as amended 
by voice vote. 


Although there was no Article 7 concerning other business, a question arose concerning the 
parcel of land behind the Town Building which was donated by Sam Boutin and Ken Bullard. 
John Hassell explained that although the final paperwork had not been submitted to the Registry 
of Deeds, it would be done in the near future. 


The current thinking is to construct some sort of shed back there to store the part of the Town’s 
salt/sand pile (which currently sits out in front of the building) behind the building. John 
mentioned that Jeremy Elliott is working with Coventry Log Homes on a potential structure for 
the purpose. 


Dan Elliott stated that there would always be the need for another (larger) stock of salt/sand as 
the space behind the building is not sufficient to hold all of the material needed for a winter. 


John Hassell then talked about the need for volunteers to get a pressing project done once the 
ground thaws. As a result of work done on the well and pump last fall, the power wire to the well 
had to be left on the surface as the ground was frozen. We need someone with a small backhoe 
to bury the wire and seal the well casing. John stated that the Town would reimburse the 
volunteer for the fuel used. John pointed out that volunteering helps keep all of our taxes low. 
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John also mentioned the need for a website administrator volunteer. He suggested that anyone 
interested contact him via telephone or email. 


Wayne Chevalier asked how potential volunteers could get matched to projects. John suggested 
that any interested parties contact the Selectmen via email (bentonselectmen@ gmail.com) or 





stop by their weekly meeting, Mondays from 6:30PM. 


Jeremy Elliott spoke about his desire to step down as Selectman. He has been a Selectman for 15 
years and would like to move on with life. He has one more year in his term but will step down if 
any interested person wants to step up. 


On a final note, John Hassell asked Stef Saffo to stand up. He thanked her for all of her work on 
behalf of the Town and especially for cleaning out the basement. The crowd gave a nice round of 
applause to her. 


As all of the scheduled business had been attended to, a motion was made to adjourn the Town 
Meeting, it was seconded, and the meeting was adjourned at 8:30PM on a voice vote. 


Afterwards, all of the newly elected officials and agents present were sworn in by the Selectman, 
Jeremy Elliott.
